FIGHTS COTTON WORM 


Southca&t Missouri cotton growers, 
banded 
together to fight a common 
enemy 
the army worm—'are 
slowly 
winning a determined fight 
against 
the pest which, within the past two 
weeks, has threatened the largest cot­ 
ton crop in the history of this section. 
Reports to The Missourian from var­ 
ious cotton counties in this section in­ 
dicate that tihe worm, while 
not 
by 
any means eradicated, is partially un­ 
der control. 
Farmers for the past 
week 
have 
been working night ami day against 
the ' worm, 
which, 
from 
report, is 
found in larger numbers in Dunklin 
and Pemiscot Counties. Equipped with 
various -prays, including arsenate of 
1 ad and a calcium compound, farmer» 
are making a determined 
effort 
to 
stamp out the pest before it becomes 
v. d< -pread. 
Acc rding to a survey made by The 
Msisourian, the worm has not been 
d «covered farther north in this dis- 
tiict than Sike ton Where it is said to 
b 
particularly active. 
None of the 
ravages of the pest have been found 
in the northern part of Scott county 
or in Cape County, it appears. 
The worm has made its appearance 
in New Madrid 
county in scattered 
localities, especially 
in 
the district 
m ar Mars ton, but the damage there 
has b u n slight. 
The Missourian was 
told. 
No effort has been made to stop 
the ravages, but the farm ers are or­ 
ganized 
to 
act in case t)he 
pest 
i pi eads. 
No report of the 3yorm being seen 
in Stoddard county has been received 
at the Farm Bureau office at Bloom- 
lield, it was stated today. Most of the 
cotton in that county is in the 
east 
and southern sections. 
Pimu-cot anti Dunklin counties have 


i ported the greatest amount of de­ 
vastation from the pest and organized 
f forts are being made ¿there to stamp 
cut the worm. Sprays are baling used 
under the direction of the respective 
i mnty agents and with much success. 
In Scott and New Madrid counties, 
it is the g( noral opinion that the worm 
has moved over from the wheat fields 
infested with the pest, to the cotton. 
It has been 
noticed 
particularly in 
lields which border on 
land 
where 
wheat was raised this season. 
General reports indicate 
that 
the 
damage to date from the woim in the 
c. until s wlhere it is found to a great 
extent is 10 per cent. 
This is true 
tspecially in Scott, Dunklin and Pem- 
l.-cot counties, it was stated. 
Jn many localities dust barriers are 
b< ing used to prevent the worm trav­ 
eling from one field to another. 
The 
barrier can 
be 
made by plowing a 
large furrow around 
the 
field 
and 
then dragging a log in the furrow un- 
t ‘l a fine dust is created. After each 
lain it will be necessary to drag the 
log in the furrow again to create the 
f. 
The worms are unable to climb 
out of the trench, ¡it is explained. 
M. D. Amburgey, county agent of 
Pemiscot county, gives out the folL>w- 
ing information to farmers regarding 
the use of poisons to kill the pest: 
“The poison 
may 
be 
applied by 
means of two bags tied to the opposite 
ends of a pole so th at each bag hangs 
over a row. Carry this on horse back 
beating the bag with a stick so that 
the poison shakes out of the bags and 
over the plants. If a dusting machine 
is available the work is much simpler. 
This dusting should be done while the 
dew .is on so that the poison will ad­ 
here to the foliage. 
“Arsenate of lead should be applied 
at the rate of about three pounds to 
the acre. 
This should be mixed with 
lime at the rate of one ¡pound of a r­ 
senate of lead to five pounds of lime. 
The calcium arsenate should be ap­ 
plied at the rate of about five pounds 
to the acre. 
This is for cotton about 
18 inches high and where it has an 
average foliage. 
Most of the poison 
should be used in accordance to the 
size. One other precaution that is us­ 
ually in order and th at 
is 
doing a 
thorough job in our dusting. There is 
no doubt th at tlhe arsenate will kill 
all the worms and it is absolutely nec­ 
essary to do a complete job if you are 
to get rid of the worms.”—Southeast 
Missourian.

A Standard 
reporter 
visdted 
the 
cotton 
fields on 
Scott Alexander’s 
farm, south of Buckeye, Wednesday 
evening and saw a ¡battery of seven 
mules equipped with dusting machines 
cover a 110-acre field. 
Each man and 
mule took two rows 
and all 
seven 
started across the field at one time. 
As they progressed the handles of the 
machine were ¡turned 
which 
fanned 
such a dust of poison that it appeared 


as though a fog was rising ovir the 
sprayed section. 
The stalks were ex­ 
amined before the dusters started out 
and the leaves looked as though they 
had been peppered with fine shot. It 
is believed the second dusting will be 
necessary to fully 
protect the crop. 
Mr. Rast, the cotton expert from Wil­ 
son, Ark., stated that this field had 
been damaged already 25 per cent and 
if the second crop of worms were al­ 
lowed to work on it the damage would 
be 90 per cent. 
I ate ¡in the season 
the worm frequently benefits the crop 


by cutting the leaves so that the sun 
may strike ¡the bolls and cause them 
to open, but at this time the worm is 
20 days early and the cotton 14 days 
late, which makes a difference.

SEWER SYSTEM 
FOR SIKESTON 


Some months 
ago the Mayor ap­ 
pointed a committee of the City Coun­ 
cil 
to 
investigate 
and 
recommend 
plans for building a sewer system. 
Since that time the committee has 
given a good deal of time going into 
the 
m atter, 
investigating 
ways in 
which it could be financed and the dif­ 
ferent kinds of sewer «ystems. 
They 
found there were three kinds of sewer 
systems, the Storm water system, the 
Sanitary system, 
and the Qombined 
Storm and Sanitary system. The lat­ 
ter takes care of all surface water, 
and sewage from home toilets, 
etc. 
The lasf system the committee 
has 
recommended as the best for our pur­ 
pose. 
It naves a lot of expense, 
in 
that it requires only one line of pipe 
to handle both kinds of sewage. 
We 
feel that the city should not build a 
gtorm system alone, as the health of 
the citizens demands a sanitary sys­ 
tem. We do not thank it best to build 
u sanitary system alone, as the sur­ 
face water 
must 
be 
taken off the 
Greets, as our present storm sewer is 
not in condition to handle it. 
The plans for financing sewer pro- 
j<ets in the State of Missouri, given 
by law are two, the bond issue and by 
forming sewer districts and assessing 
the cost against the property in the 
district, in the form of tax bills. The 
laws of Missouri seem to 
favor the 
last plan, ft assess*« the cost against 
the p> rson directly benefitted. 
To build a sewer 
system 
in 
the 
State of Missouri under the bond issue 
plan, a city of our class, the Fourth 
class, is allowed to .issue bonds to the 
amount of FIVE per cent of the total 
of property in the city, based on the 
assessment before the last. 
As the 
assesment for 1922 is not a completed 
legal assessment, our bonding capac­ 
ity is based upon the assessment for 
the year 1920, as the year before the 
last assessment. 
Our total valuation 
for 
1920 was 
$1,877,942.00. 
Five per cent of which 
is $93,897.00, 
which 
is 
the total 
amount for which the city could bond 
itself. 
The present bonded indebted­ 
ness of the city is $00,000.00, $22,000 
of which is for waterworks, and does 
not count, when considering a sewer 
system, leaving a bonded indebtedness 
of $38,000 which deducted from $93,- 
897.00 
leaves 
$55,897.00 
the total 
amount the city can bond itself for 
building «ewers. 
Which 
would 
not 
finish our system as laid out. 
After investigation and legal advice 
the committee recommended 
to 
the 
council, the sewer district and tax bill 
plan. The committee has laid out this 
district, tentatively, 
which included, 
practically the whole flty with the 
except on of some outlying parts on 
each S'de of the city. The committee 
has tried carefully 
to 
consider 
all 
sides of the m atter, to bring into the 
district 
all 
the 
property 
that we 
thought would stand the cost. 
We 
have left out of the district, as far as 
possibles 
unimproved 
property, 
we 
thought would not be able to stand 
the cost. 
As soon as the boundary of the Dis­ 
trict is finally established, the next 
step will be for the city council to pass 
an ordinance creating the sewer dis­ 
trict, with boundaries as outlined. (A 
cut of the district, also the layout of 
the sewer linos as recommended by 
the engineer, is bring prepared, and 
will appear in the papers, as soon as 
it (is received). 
The next step, after creating 
the 
district, our attorney inform s us, is, 
ujxm petition of the majority of the 
resident property owners in the dis­ 
trict, asking th at a sewer system be 
built, in the outlined district, the coun­ 
cil wti«ll proceed with the work, calling 
for ibids, letting the contract, assess­ 
ing the cost upon the property in the 
district upon the basis of square foot­ 
ing. 
The sewer district as outlined con­ 
tains approximately 375 acres, and the 
estimated cost of the entire system is 
$1G2,000.00. 
The estimated cost per 
square foot on the above cost and the 
number of acres is .01% cents. A lot 
60x120 feet contains 7200 square feet 
at One and one-half cents per square 
foot would cost $108.00 or 
$21.60 a 
year for five years. 
The main outlet sewer will extend 
out from the city in one direction on­ 
ly, West, as the fall in th at direction 
is about ten feet greater than in any 
other direction. 
About a mile from 
j town wiill be buiMt a disposal plant to 
take care of the sanitary sewage. 
It 
really 
will be a (large septic 
tank, 
built upon modern plans. 
This main outlet outside of the city 
and the disposal plant will be paid for 
by the district, the same as the sewers 
in the city, as it <is a very im portant 
part of the system. 
The city council has had very many 
urgent demands made upon it to build 
a sewer system for the city. We have 
spent a great deal of time in getting 
it up to this point, aiuJ m ust now de­ 
pend upon the citizens to 
help with 
this improvement. 
We feel that it is 
very necessary to the growth of the 


oity and a very g^< 
nefit to the 
health of the citaze 
The blue prints, plans and estimates 
are on file at the Oity hall with the 
city clerk. 
Any citizen is welcome to 
look them over.

the pert which, within the past two 
weeks, has threatened the largest cot­ 
ton c rop in the history of this section. 
Reports to The Missourian from var­ 
ious cotton countries in this section in­ 
dicate that the worm, while 
not 
by 
arty means eradicated, is partially un­ 
der control. 
Farm ers for the patat 
week 
have 
been working night and day against 
the ' worm, 
which, 
from 
report, is 
found in larger numbers in Dunklin 
and Pemiscot Countries. Equipped with 
various sprays, including arsenate of 
bad and a calcium compound, farmers 
a.e making a determined 
effort 
to 
i t amp out the pest before It becomes 
w d* spread. 
According to a survey made by The 
Msisourian, the worm has not been 
d -covered farther north in this dis- 
tiict than Hike ton Where it is said to 
b particularly active. 
None of the 
ravages of the pest have been found 
in the northern part of Scott county 
or .n Cape County, it appears. 
The worm has made its appearance 
in New Madrid 
county in scattered 
localities, especially 
in 
the district 
m ar Marston, but the damage there 
has h e n slight. The Missourian was 
told. No effort has been made to stop 
the ravages, but the farm ers are or­ 
ganized 
to 
act in case tthe 
pe»st 
rpieads. 
No report of the >yorm being seen 
in Stoddard county has been received 
at the Farm Bureau office at Bloom- 
lield, it was stated today. Most of the 
cotton in that county is in the 
east 
and southern sections. 
Pcfrmscot and Dunklin counties have 
r ported the greatest amount of de 
vacation from the pest and organized 
efforts are being made there to stamp 
cut the worm. Sprays are baing used 
urwtrr the direction of the respective 
c >unty agents and with much success. 
In Scott and New Madrid counties, 
it is the general opinion that the worm 
has moved over from the wheat fields 
infested with the pest, to the cotton. 
It has been 
noticed 
particularly in 
Felds which border on land 
where 
wheat was raised this season. 
General reports indicate 
that 
the 
damage to date from the worm in the 
counties wihere it vs found to a great 
extent is 10 per cent. 
This is true 
especially in Scott, Dunklin and Pem­ 
iscot counties, it was stated. 
In many localities dust barriers are 
b< ing used to prevent the worm trav­ 
eling from one field to another. The 
barrier can 
be 
made by plowing a 
large furrow around the 
field 
and 
then dragging a log in the furrow un­ 
til a fine dust is created. After each 
lain it will be necessary to drag the 
log in the furrow again to create the 
t. 
The worms are unable to climb 
out of the trench, at is explained. 
M. D. Amburgey, county agent of 
Pemiscot county, gives out the follow­ 
ing information to farm ers regarding 
the use of poisons to kill the pest: 
“The poison 
may 
be 
applied by 
means of two bags tied to the opposite 
ends o f a pole so th a t each bag hangs 
over a row. Carry this on horse back 
beating the bag with a stick so that 
the poison shakes out of the bag® and 
over the plants. If a dusting machine 
is available the work is much simpler. 
This dusting should be done while the 
dew is on so that the poison will ad­ 
here to the foliage. 
“Arsenate of lead should be applied 
at the rate of about three pounds to 
the acre. This should be mixed with 
lime at the rate of one pound of a r­ 
senate of lead to five pounds of lime 
The calcium arsenate should be ap­ 
plied at the rate of ahout five pounds 
to the acre. 
This is for cotton about 
18 inches high and where it has an 
average foliage. 
Most of the poison 
should be used in accordance to the 
size. One other precaution th at is us­ 
ually in order and th at 
is doing a 
thorough job in our dusting. There is 
no doubt th at tftve arsenate will kill 
all the worms and it is absolutely nec­ 
essary to do a complete job if you are 
to get rid of the worms.”—Southeast 
Missourian.
